A SHARK ripped off the leg of a 15-year-old 
boy as he surfed with pals near a sun-kissed 
beach in Australia. 

Zak Golebiowski was attacked about 40 
metres offshore. 

The shark tore off his right leg below the 
knee and left his left leg badly mauled. 

Police said the boy survived because of the 
swift actions by sunbathers who stemmed 
the loss of blood. 

Last night he was in a stable condition in 
hospital after the attack at Wharton Beach, 
near Esperance, on the south-west coast of 
Western Australia. 

The country witnessed a series of shark 
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attacks earlier this year. A scuba diver off the 
Western Australian city of Perth survived an 
attack by a great white shark in January after 
fighting it off with his spear gun and then his 
hands. 

A 21-year-old woman died during the same 
month after having her arms bitten off in an 
attack by three sharks while swimming off an 
island on Australia's north-east coast. 

Experts say there are an average of 15 
shark attacks a year in Australian waters — 
one of the highest rates in the world.

LAST SIGHTING: Laila on the No 85 bus 


THIS is the last journey of tragic 
Laila Rezk, caught on a bus CCTV 
camera just over an hour before 
she was found beaten to death. 

It’s believed a fellow passenger followed 
the mum-of-two from her stop to her home 
before bludgeoning her in her own 
kitchen. 

Police hunting 51-year-old Laila's cold-blooded 
killer released the haunting camera image last 
night in a bid to jog the memory of potential 
witnesses on the No. 85 bus or near the bus stop. 

Laila was found lying in a pool of blood at her 
home in Kingston Vale, south-west London, by 
her devastated son Tamer, 20, and daughter 
Dina, 22, at 9pm on Wednesday. 

She was pronounced dead in hospital the 
following day. 

A post-mortem has revealed she died from 
severe head injuries. 

Brunette Laila — wearing a full-length, dark 
brown leather coat and dark boots - caught the 
bus near Putney rail station at 7.20pm. 

She got off at the Robin Hood roundabout in 
Kingston Vale at about 7.40pm. 

Police have discovered no signs of forced 
entry to her home and think she must have 
opened the door to her attacker. 

There was no evidence of a struggle. 

Describing the attack as “violent and nasty”,

Detective Superintendent Richard Heselden, 
who is leading the murder inquiry, said his 
team were desperate to catch the killer. 

Of the camera image, he said: “This is the last 
known sighting we have of Laila. 

“We are appealing to anyone who was on the 
No. 85 bus and saw Laila to contact police so 
that we can piece together her movements. 

“We are keeping an open mind as to the motive 
for this attack but, at this time, we cannot rule 
out that it was sexual.”

He added: “I would also like to reassure the 
local community that this type of incident is 
extremely rare.” 

Dina’s boyfriend, who has first-aid experience, 
frantically tried to resuscitate Laila after she 
was found in the kitchen. She was then rushed 
to hospital by ambulance. 

Her husband Maurice, 59, who had been in 
Egypt on business at the time of the attack, 
returned home immediately and was at her 
bedside when she died. 

Police were today continuing house-to-house 
inquiries. 

An inquest will be opened and adjourned 
next week.

DETECTIVES last night 
revealed they are launch- 
ing a new inquiry into the 
death of the man found in 
Michael Barrymore’s pool. 

Stuart Lubbock, 31, 
drowned at a party at the 
star’s Essex mansion in 
March 2001. 

A lengthy investigation 
was carried out by Essex 
Police but no one was 
charged in relation to Mr 
Lubbock’s death. 

Barrymore, 54, accepted 
an official caution for 
drugs offences following 
the inquiry. 


A coroner recorded an 
open verdict following an 
inquest in September 2002. 

Mr Lubbock, of Harlow, 
Essex, suffered severe 
internal injuries, which 
Barrymore maintains hap- 
pened later at hospital. 

Alcohol plus ecstasy and 
cocaine were found in the 
dead man’s blood. 

The Lubbock family last 
night welcomed the news. 

Mr _ Lubbock’s brother, 
Kevin, said: “I am pleased. 
It’s what my father Terry 
wanted all along.” 

Police said their decision 
followed a review of the 
initial inquiry. 

A spokesman for Essex 
Police would not say 
whether detectives would 
re-interview Barrymore.

The Real Madrid star's dad Ted Beckham, 
54, said: "David's just as shocked as every- 
one else. I’ve met Ronnie several times and 
he's such a nice lad.

“The guy seemed to know Ronnie would be 
there. Then he ran out of the back fire exit. 
It all happened in just a few seconds."

RAPPER Snoop Dogg 
fears for his life after he 
was branded a police 
grass by a bitter rival. 

The star is terrified he will 
be targeted by gang members 
after he was outed by 
notorious record boss Suge 
Knight. 


Knight - the ex-convict founder 
of Death Row Records - claimed 
that Snoop is a “rat”. 

He said the only reason why 
Snoop, who has been arrested 
several times in recent months, is 
not in jail is because he tips off 
police. 

Insiders believe that Knight's 
comments could spark a bloody 
full-scale war between rival 
gun-toting hip-hop factions on the 
streets of Los Angeles. 

A source said last night: “Being 
called a rat is the worst insult 
imaginable. 

“If this is true then Snoop has 
every reason to be worried. 

“He could become the target of 
an attack. 

“There’s been a long-standing 
rivalry between the two men. 

“This could really make things 
spill over into violence and prove 
to be a very bloody time on the 
streets of LA.” 

Snoop has been linked with 
infamous LA street gang the 
Crips. 

He supported its co-founder 
Stanley Tookie Williams’ failed
